B O O T L E G G IN G 
Bootlegging is a term th a t is applied 
to traffic in any illicit m aterial. T he 
nam e is most usually used in con­ 
nection with the unlawful sale of li­ 
quor since the Eighteenth A m end­ 
ment. 
It was a larere and flourishing busi­ 
ness. however, long before the prohi­ 
bition of alcoholic liquors, and it is 
still considerable. 
There are certain things th at peo­ 
ple want to do th a t are injurious to 
their health and dangerous to so­ 
ciety 
Appealing to personal liberty 
they claim they have a perfect rieh: 
to do these things 
There is no such 
thing as absolute personal liberty in 
orderly society. Civilization rests upon 
the fact th at we forego certain p er­ 
sonal liberties for th? common good. 
People m ay think th at they havo 
a perfect right to ru n lotteries, b u t 
the government 
properly 
prohibits 
them from doing this because ;he ne& 
result of a lottery is loss and misery. 
So people think they have a rig h t .o 
use opium, heroin and cocam, if they 
«o desire, and it is nobody’s business. 
But enlightened government sees th a t 
the effect of procuring these drugs 
and using them freely is deplorable :n

WASHINGTON, D. C„ Sept. 17.— 
Dan Cupid ran a losing race with the 
divorce lawyer in Pennsylvania last 
year, the number of marriages in the 
state decreasing one and one-half per 
cent while divorces increased five and 
two-tenths per cent in number, ac­ 
cording to the figures of a survey 
made public today by the United 
States department of commerce. 
In 
Lawrence county, marriages fell off 
14 per cent in number and divorces 
decreased five per cent last year in 
comparison with 1926. 
In the Keystone state there were 
71,130 marriages performed last year 
as compared with 72.222 in 1926, or a 
decrease of 1,092. 
In the same pe­ 
riods, the divorces granted in the 
state soared from 7,706 in 1926 to 8.108 
in 1927, an increase of 402. 
In 1916 there were 72,053 marriages 
performed in the state and 4,980 di­ 
vorces granted, or 14 marriages for 
every divorce, while last year only 
nine marriages were performed for 
every divorce decree awarded within 
the state boundaries.

Seymour Lowman, assistant secre­ 
tary of the treasury in charge of pro­ 
hibition enforcem ent, has warned the 
prohibition force of the Keystone state 
th a t the force operates under civil 
service rules which prohibit civil serv­ 
ice employes from engaging in any 
political activities. 
The civil service 
commission has supplem ented Secre­ 
tary Lowman’s warning to the Penn­ 
sylvania enforcem ent workers by ad­ 
vising them th a t their political woik 
m ust be confined

tion workers in order to avoid contro­ 
versies th a t might arise from com ­ 
plaints th a t the civil service employes 
were publicly throwing their influence 
lor one candidate or the other.
